Of course this raising of the ‘tariff seems at first 
sights very unprofitable messure for the Powers 
to take; but we remember that ‘ss goon as the 
bad taxes are abolished commerce will double 
and treble, and tho final result will be to the 
benoit of the. foreign Powers os well as of the 
Chinese Government. . These measures taken, it 
is poxsible thot the. Chinese, by. utilizing their 
vast resources, may be able to pay the indemnity 
aud in scomporatively short space of time aceom- 
plish many great improvements and reforms.

The yreat majority of. the troops in Siberis 
are stationed in the territories of the Amur, tho 
Ussuri, and adjacent districts. During the 
present year the contingent of recruits sent 
ther, to take the place of the men whoxe timo 
had expired, were about 15,000, of whom 8,000 
wete conveyed on steamers of the Volunteer. é 
Fleot, the rest going overland. As the. com- 
plement of new recruits and cozsoripts may. 
generally be reckoned a fourth of the whole 
number of standing troops, this would make 
the total. strength of the forces in Siberia, 
princi Eastern Siberia, and including 
those in the Leso-tong, about 60,000 men. Tho 
mobilization now ordorad’ will ‘probably bring 
this total up to shout 100,000 or 110,000, al- 
though it may be lesa if the object in view, 
which is most likely in the first ipatunco . 
to replace the, men being sent from Port 
Arthur against the’ Boxers.” can be ottainod 
with a smaller nomber, It will also be on ex- 
periment of great practial bonefit in the future 
as having been carried out in tho altered con- > 
ditions produced by Russsa’s roilvay sdvanco: 
into the. Far East. It will, no doubt, take 
three or fonr weeks at least to complete the 
operation. The word mobilisation ia not used , 
in the Imporial Ukaso, but tho placing of tho — 
troops on o war footing must be considered os 
practically the same thing. The requisite 
number of reservists it will be observed, aro to 
be drawn from all parts of Siberia and not alone 
from the Amur region, where probably there 
‘are very. fow of them.
